Contkiuation'of 3. NOTE: In claim 53, requiring an accelerator substance containing a chaotropic substance without specifying the 
function of the chaotropic substance as an accelerator makes unclear the meaning scope of "accelerator substance". It is suggested that 
line 5 of claim 53 be amended by after "substance" inserting — for binding of nucleic acids to a solid phase — . This recitation is in 
claims 20 and 65. The amendments to claims 65 and 71 makes the invention required by claims 65-72 the same as the invention of 
claims 20, 21, 24, 29, 33 and 34-36. No material difference is seen in the invention of claims 65-72 as compared to the invention of 
claims 20, 21, 24, 29, 33 and 34-36. Claims 65-72 should be deleted. Claims 53-59 would be allowable if claim 53 is amended as 
suggested as set forth above.. 
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
